Canadian officials in New Delhi are confi¬ 
dent the Commonwealth Games will pro¬ 
ceed. 

Scott Stevenson, director of sport for 
Commonwealth Games Canada, says he is 
pleased with the efforts being made to im¬ 
prove the athletes village. 

Earlier this week, several countries 
complained about the filthy conditions at

Stevenson said Games officials have 
turned a corner and there’s significant 
work being done to get the village ready.

Stevenson expects the first group of 
Canadian athletes to arrive Sunday for the 
Games, which are set to begin Oct. 3. 


Canadian officials will continue to moni¬ 
tor other issues like security, mainte¬ 
nance and transportation.

I'm not a fan of cliches, like a 
bird in the hand is better than 
two in the bush or a penny 
saved is a penny earned. 
Fortunately, the Edmonton 
International Film Festival feels 
differently than me. They have 
embraced the Canadian cliches 
of hockey and headbangers for 
good reason. 

E IFFs opening night film is 
Score: A Hockey Musical. 
That’s not a typo. There’s 
hockey and singing... and 
dancing. Sadly, it does not 
feature Mark Messier in a 
leotard showing off his jazz hands 
(can someone get on this?), but there 
are cameos by Nelly Furtado, George 


Stroumboulopoulos and hockey dad 
Walter Gretzky. 

Score is a coming-of-age story 
about Farley (Noah Reid), an unlikely 
teenager who becomes a hockey sen¬ 
sation. He comes from a sheltered 
home with bohemian parents and a 
cellist girlfriend. Not exactly Sidney 
Crosby, but his stickhandling skills 
make him a star. 

Along with the spectacle of 
singing and dancing, the film has a 
strong emotional core. Not surpris¬ 
ing since director, writer and lyricist 
Michael McGowan is also 
responsible for the funny and 
poignant One Week (2008). 

Fubar 2, the sequel to the Canadi¬ 
an cult classic, is also on the opening 
night menu. Think of it as a coming- 
of-age tale for middle-aged dudes 
with mullets. According to director 


Michael Dowse, the film’s budget 
was “a lot more” than the first Fubar 
but the film stays to true to its origi¬ 
nal, uh, charm. 

In this film, our heroes Teriy 
(David Lawrence) and Dean (Paul 
Spence) head to Fort McMurray 
because headbanging and partying 
don’t pay for themselves. Lots of 
money, good friends and humping 
boxes of beer — what could end this 
endless party? A woman, of course. 
Teriy falls for a boisterous waitress 
named Trish (Terra Hazelton) and de¬ 
cides to move in with her. Dean, un¬ 
willing to let the party end, decides 
an intervention is in order. 

Fubar 2 is one of those movies 
that makes me wish I was an extra 
in every scene. It’s as funny as the 
original and the best part — AC/DC 
is on the soundtrack.

A former W.P. Wagner high 
school English teacher has 
been charged with sexual 
exploitation after his al¬ 
leged victim reported him 
to police in June. 

Sexual exploitation is a

“Situations like this 
where we have a former

Section. 

According to police, the 
victim was under the age of 
18 at the time of the alleged 
offence.

“Our investigation fo¬ 
cused on a time in the fall 
of 2009 and then moved 
forward up to present day.” 

Police arrested Brad Ash¬ 
ley Glenn, 35, on Wednes¬ 
day.

Alberta says the complexity 
of dealing with a Chinese 
state-owned corporation is 
behind the long delay in 
prosecuting companies 
charged in the deaths of 
two oilsands workers. 

“In this specific case 
there are multiple parties 
involved, one of which is 
located outside of Canada 
and maintains that they 
have not been served with 
charges,” said Chris 
Chodan, a spokesman for 
Alberta Occupational 
Health and Safety. 

“It has made it more 
complicated for us. It makes 
it more difficult for us to get 
the procedure done.” 

Genboa Ge and 
Hongliang Lui, both tem¬ 
porary foreign workers, 
died on April 24, 2007, 
when the oil tank they 
were working on near Fort 
McMurray collapsed. Other 
workers were injured. 

Sinopec Shanghai Engi¬ 
neering Company Ltd., 
SSEC Canada Ltd., and 
Canadian Natural Re¬ 
sources Ltd. face 53 
charges in the deaths un¬ 
der Alberta’s Occupational 
Health and Safety Act.

most 4 1/2 years after the 
workers died — the longest 
delay in Alberta for such a 
prosecution. There is still 
no court date set for 
Sinopec because the corpo¬ 
ration’s senior managers in 
China have not been served 
with legal papers. 

The Alberta government 
says the delay has nothing 
to do with the fact that an¬ 
other division of Sinopec 
— Sinopec International 
Petroleum Exploration and 
Production Co. — is invest¬ 
ing in the oilsands, includ¬ 
ing a $4.65 billion US stake 
in Syncrude that was ap¬ 
proved by Ottawa in June. 


“I’m pretty confident 
that that has had no part 
to play in this at all,” 
Chodan said. 

“I can see how people 
might think that, given 
the size of it, but no, it is 
not. It is simply a case that 
it is a very complex case to 
bring to trial.” 

A labour group says Al¬ 
berta usually takes about 
three years to prosecute 
workplace safety death 
charges when other 
provinces deal with such 
cases within one year to 18 
months. Gil McGowan, 
president of the Alberta 
Federation of Labour, said 
the province should make 
it clear to foreign compa¬ 
nies that they must obey 
and abide by Alberta and 
Canadian laws if they want 
to operate here. 

“A wait of 4 1/2 years is 
outrageous and unaccept¬ 
able. Justice delayed is jus¬ 
tice denied,” McGowan said. 

“The bottom line for us 
is that if workplace rules 
have been broken and if 
employees were unneces¬ 
sarily put at risk, then the 
companies involved should 
be made to pay the price.

The board said it will re¬ 
convene the hearing in 
Fort McMurray on Sept. 28. 

Groups such as the Sier¬ 
ra Club had argued the en¬ 
vironmental assessment 
for the project didn’t ad¬ 
dress the cumulative im¬ 
pact of all development in 
the oilsands region, as the 
law requires. 

The capital cost of the 
Joslyn mine, which soared 
after it was first an¬ 
nounced in 2005, was last 
estimated at S9 billion. 
The mine would provide 
about 1,300 jobs. 

The Municipality of 
Wood Buffalo, which in¬ 
cludes the city of Fort Mc¬ 
Murray, has expressed 
concern about strains on 
community infrastructure.

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Rising obesity 
takes economic 
toll: OECD 


O Canada has high obesity rates relative to member 
countries O Cheap food, changing lifestyles to blame 


Canada’s battle with the 
bulge is continuing to esca¬ 
late with nearly a quarter 
of the population part of 
the country’s rising obesi¬ 
ty rates, a new report from 
a leading economic organi¬ 
zation said Thursday. 

In its inaugural obesity 
study, the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation 
and Development detailed 
the economic and finan¬ 
cial toll of rising obesity 
rates. The findings are 
based on data from 11 of 
its 33 member countries. 

The report said Canada 
has a relatively high num¬ 
ber of overweight citizens, 
saying one in four Canadi¬ 
ans currently qualifies as 
obese with that number 


expected to climb a fur¬ 
ther five per cent over the 
next decade. 

Weight concerns were 
particularly prevalent 
among Canadian men, the 
report said, adding two in 
three are categorized as 
overweight. 

Canadian obesity rates 
are well below those of the 
United States, identified by 
the OECD as the fattest na¬ 
tion among its member 
countries. 

South of the border, 70 
per cent of residents are 
classified as overweight. 
The number of obese 
Americans is projected to 
rise to 75 per cent by 2020, 
the report said.

A Pakistani scientist con¬ 
victed of trying to kill U.S.

has been sentenced to 86 
years in prison. Aafia Sid¬ 
diqui was sentenced Thurs¬ 
day in Manhattan. 

Siddiqui’s strange legal 
odyssey began two sum¬ 
mers ago in Afghanistan, 
where she turned up carry¬ 
ing evidence that — de¬ 
pending on the argument 
— proved she was either a 
terrorist or a lunatic. 

She was labelled an al- 
Qaida supporter and was 
brought to the U.S. after her 
July 2008 arrest in 
Afghanistan. She was con¬ 
victed of grabbing a rifle 
and trying to shoot authori¬ 
ties while yelling, “Death to 
Americans!"

Prosecutors cited notes 
Siddiqui was carrying at the 
lime of her detention. They 
quoted one as referencing 
“a ‘mass casualty attack’ ... 
N.Y. monuments: Empire 
State Building, Statue of 
Liberty, Brooklyn Bridge," 
and another musing how a 
dirty bomb would spread 
more fear than death.

French authorities esti¬ 
mated nearly one million 
protesters filled the 
streets Thursday to try to 
force President Nicolas 
Sarkozy to drop his plan 
to raise the retirement age 
two years to 62, while 
strikes also disrupted air¬ 
ports, train stations and 
schools for the second 
time this month. 

The protest movement 
has been a big test for 
Sarkozy, who, like other 
European leaders, has 
struggled to convince his 
country of the need for 
cost-cutting and scaling 
back generous social bene¬ 
fits after the Greek debt 
crisis scared markets and 
sapped confidence in the 
entire 16-nation euro cur¬ 
rency. 

France’s powerful 
unions consider retire¬ 
ment at 60 to be a near- 
sacred right, and more 


than 230 demonstrations 
stretched from the south¬ 
ern port city of Marseille to 
Lille in the north. Some 
protesters carried signs de¬ 
manding early retirement 
for Sarkozy, whose dismal 
approval ratings hover in 
the mid-30s. 

As baby boomers reach 
retirement age and life ex¬ 
pectancy increases in 
France, the conservative 
government insists it 
must raise the retirement 
age so the money-losing 
pension system can break 
even by 2018. 

Sarkozy has indicated 
he is willing to make mar¬ 
ginal concessions but re¬ 
mains firm on the central 
pillar: increasing the re¬ 
tirement age from 60 to 
62 and pushing back the 
age from 65 to 67 for 
those who want full retire¬ 
ment benefits.

“If we are 
elected, we will be ready to 
serve,” he said. 

Officials have said Cana¬ 
da has a tough fight 
against Germany and Por¬ 
tugal to secure a seat. 

The race will be decided 
Oct. 12 when the 192 
United Nations ambassa¬ 
dors cast a secret vote.

Hack 
traced to 
Japan 

This week’s Twitter at¬ 
tack that caused a wide¬ 
spread headache for the 
micro-blogging service 
appears to have been trig¬ 
gered by a Japanese com¬ 
puter hacker who says he 
was only trying to help. 

The attack, which 
emerged and was shut 
down within hours Tues¬ 
day morning, involved a 
“cross-site scripting” flaw 
that allowed users to run 
JavaScript programs on 
other computers. 

The originator is be¬ 
lieved to be someone 


who acknowledges creat¬ 
ing the Twitter account 
“RainbowTwtr” that 
demonstrated the vulner¬ 
ability. 

Masato Kinugawa reg¬ 
ularly tracks down possi¬ 
ble computer security 
loopholes and notifies 
companies of their exis¬ 
tence. 

“Twitter had not fixed 
this critical issue long af¬ 
ter it had been notified,” 
Kinugawa tweeted. “Twit¬ 
ter left this vulnerability 
exposed, and its recogni¬ 
tion of this problem was 
low. Rather than have 
someone maliciously 
abuse this under the 
radar, I decided it would 
be better to urgently ex¬ 
pose this as a serious 
problem and have it be 
addressed.”

Buying local can, some¬ 
times, help the 
environment. But its

virtues stop here. Fresh 
food? Yes. Locally-made 
clothes, a bicycle made in 
Canada? Why not, as long 
as these products are com¬ 
petitive with regard to 
price and quality. But pay¬ 
ing more to “encourage 
the local economy?” No 
thanks. 

By spending more (too 
much) money on one item, 
you have less money left 
to spend at other local re¬ 
tailers. 

But, primarily, the very 
reason we are rich is that 
we trade. Chinese, 

German, Ontarian, or 
Quebecois producers spe¬ 
cialize in those areas 
where they excel. 

By exchanging our tal¬ 
ents and resources, we 
gain access to a greater va¬ 


riety of cheaper, higher 
quality products. 

The more human 
beings who bring their tal¬ 
ents and creativity to the 
table, the more society 
prospers. 

Buying locally reduces 
the number of 
participants. It deprives us 
of talent and stifles 
creativity. 

A thought experiment: 
Imagine that the residents 
of your city only bought lo¬ 
cally for 10 years. Now 
imagine stepping through 
the door of your favourite 
store. What do you see on 
the shelves? Very little. 

Not surprising: In a “local” 
economy, we have to pro¬ 
duce everything for 
ourselves. As our talents 
are limited, you can kiss 


goodbye to iPods, Hariy 
Potter books or Spanish 
wines. 

And where do we draw 
the line? If buying Ontario 
products is good for 
Ontario, then restricting 
our purchases to Toronto 
products should be even 
better for Toronto. 

If I live in Willowdale, 
do I need to make sure my 
money “stays” in Willow- 
dale? If the residents of 
Newtonbroolc West start 
buying local, must they 
stop shopping in Newton- 
broolc East? 

It’s serious. When 
Barack Obama imposes his 
“Buy American” clause for 
road construction, he is 
telling American business¬ 
es: Buy local. And 
hundreds of Canadians 


lose their job. 

A growing number of 
pundits and politicians 
want to convince us — if 
not force us — to buy 
local. 

Wrong. 

An economy grows — 
and its members grow 
richer — when new, less 
expensive ways of produc¬ 
ing goods are discovered, 
not when people pay more 
than they have to. 

Saying no to the talents 
of others is a sure way of 
making us all poorer.

Video rental giant Block¬ 
buster Inc. is filing for 
bankruptcy protection in 
the United States, but its 
Canadian operations say 
they’re not affected by the 
reorganization. 

Blockbuster Canada 
vice-president and general 
manager Barry Guest said 
in a statement early Thurs¬ 
day that its operations are 
still profitable. 

“Blockbuster Canada 
operates independently of 
the U.S. and is financially 
stable,” he said. 

“We have the assets and 
cash flow to execute our 
business plan.” 

The troubled U.S. rental 
chain made a submission 
to the U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court in the Southern Dis¬ 
trict of New York on Thurs¬ 
day, in which it outlined 
plans to recapitalize its 
balance sheet and trans¬ 
form its business model. 

Once a home entertain¬ 
ment powerhouse in the 
United States, Blockbuster 
has been losing market 


share and money for years 
as more Americans rent 
DVDs from subscription 
service Netflix Inc. and 
popularity surged for 
streaming video over the 
Internet. 

The company, which 
had warned investors it 
might file for bankruptcy 
protection, was delisted in 
early July by the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Blockbuster plans to re¬ 
duce debt from nearly $1 
billion US to about $100 
million or less by swap¬ 
ping debt for equity in a re¬ 
organized Blockbuster 
with bondholders that 
hold about 80.1 per cent of 
the company’s senior 
notes. 

Blockbuster said its 
3,000 stores in the U.S. will 
all continue to operate 
normally. 

Operations outside the 
U.S. and domestic and in¬ 
ternational franchisees are 
not part of the Chapter 11 
reorganization.

The commission first 
voted to allow the use of 
white spaces for broad¬ 
band nearly two years 
ago, but Thursday’s vote 
ensures there is no 
interference with TV sig¬ 
nals or wireless 
microphones.

The survey suggested 
several factors are holding 
Canadians back from a 


more positive outlook, in¬ 
cluding lower confidence 
in household income and 
employment prospects 
over the next six months. 

Fewer respondents said 
they thought the current 
period was a good time to 
make major purchases. 


The likely explanation 
is that Canadian house¬ 
holds have simply run out 
of enough resources to 
continue providing the 
ballast that sustains the 
economy, analysts believe. 

The Bank of Canada has 
been sending up red flags 
about the exposure of 
households to debt for the 
better part of the year, one 
reason it is the only cen¬ 
tral bank among the G7 
countries to have begun 
raising interest rates.

The dark cloud of bank¬ 
ruptcy looms over many 
Canadians who are watch¬ 
ing their debts rise faster 
than their income, but for 
those not yet drowning 
there’s a gentler alterna¬ 
tive known as the con¬ 
sumer proposal.

wood film, Kids in Ameri¬ 
ca starring Topher Grace 
and Anna Faris (hitting 
theatres in March). How¬ 
ever, for all that experi¬ 
ence in Tinseltown, 
Dowse felt nostalgic for 
Fubar. 

“The advantage of 
working in Hollywood is 
that you get all the tools 
you want,” said Dowse of 
returning to the low-bud- 
get world of Fubar II. 
“The flip side of it is just 
have more cooks in the 
kitchen and with this, you 
get a little bit less in terms 
of what you can do with a 
lesser budget but you 
have no cooks in the 


kitchen which is nice.” 

Now fresh off a hot run 
at the Toronto Interna¬ 
tional Film Fest, Fubar II 
sets Terry and Dean upon 
the oilsands in northern 
Alberta where the duo’s 
relationship is strained 
over a girlfriend and plen¬ 


ty of property damage. 

“I think everyone’s had 
a friendship like that,” 
said Dowse of the pair’s 
wide appeal.

ble to resist. 

For the first hour or so, 
it’s easy to see why. The 
character is incredibly en¬ 
tertaining and seems to ele¬ 
vate Michael Douglas as an 
actor. Stone clearly has a 
lot of fun reviving Gekko in 
a new era, cheekily having 
him write a book in prison 
called “Is Greed Good?” 

But once the novelty 
wears off and the in-jolces 
run their course, there real¬ 
ly isn’t anything important 
in the movie that wasn’t 
covered last time. 

The main problem is 
that the focus isn’t on 
Gekko, but on a new Wall 
Street hot shot, played by 
the underwhelming Shia 
LaBeouf, and his relation¬ 
ship with Geklco’s daugh¬ 
ter. Endless drawn out 
relationship scenes distract 
from Stone’s capitalist cri¬ 
tique and it even absurdly 
transforms Gekko into a 
good man by the end. 

Whenever the boys are 
talking business the movie 
has bite, but there are too 
many distractions from the 
sidelines. 

Despite the talent 
involved, this is just anoth¬ 
er superfluous sequel.

It’s just a shame that 


the story isn’t half as good 
as the visual artistry 
deserves. Based on a series 
of successful kids’ books 
called “the Guardians of 
Ga’Hoole," the film 
follows a young owl — 
yes. an owl — as he goes 
on a standard-issue hero’s 
journey to become one of 
the Guardians he’s 
idolized since he was an 

egg. 

Part of why the story 
falls short is the fact that 
the hero’s journey 
template has been done 
pretty much to death.

William Shatner admits he 
doesn’t know much about 
the Genie Awards.

— he’s never even been 
nominated for one — and 
he makes hay of that fact 
in a one-hour TV special 
celebrating Canada’s 
biggest film prize that airs 
Friday on CBC.

Surprise move in Smith case 

O Defence lawyers won’t call witnesses in Anna Nicole Smith drug conspiracy trial 


In a surprise move, 
lawyers for three defen¬ 
dants in the Anna Nicole 
Smith drug conspiracy 
case announced in court 
yesterday they would not 
call any witnesses after the 
prosecution rests its case. 

“We don’t believe the 
people have presented suf¬ 
ficient evidence to prove 
their case," attorney Ellyn 
Garofalo, who represents 
defendant Dr. Sandeep 


Kapoor, said later outside 
court 

The prosecution 

planned to rest its case Fri¬ 
day after final testimony 
from an expert witness. 

Lawyer Steve Sadow, 
who represents defendant 
Howard K. Stem, said he 
would present a number of 
photographs as evidence. 

“But as the evidence 
stands now, we will be call¬ 
ing no witnesses,” Sadow 


said. 

Prosecutor Renee Rose 
told the judge the defence 
move was a surprise and 
asked for two days next 
week to prepare for final 
arguments. The judge said 
he might allow one day. 

Defence attorneys have 
vigorously cross-examined 
a long parade of prosecu¬ 
tion witnesses. Superior 
Court Judge Robert Perry 
has said outside the jury’s 


presence the lawyers had 
destroyed the credibility of 
some of them. 

Stem, Kapoor and Dr. 
Khristine Eroshevich have 
pleaded not guilty to con¬ 
spiring to provide exces¬ 
sive opiates and sedatives 
to Smith, who is described 
in the charges as an addict. 
They are not charged in 
her 2007 drug overdose 
death. 

Perry has repeatedly 


raised questions about 
whether Smith was an ad¬ 
dict or someone with pain 
seeking a remedy. 

He said he was happy 
there would not be any de¬ 
fence witnesses. 

“I’m going to start 
working on jury instruc¬ 
tions,” Perry said after 
hearing six weeks of testi¬ 
mony form prosecution 
witnesses.

Canadian producer, musician 


Nestled in an industrial 
corridor of Toron¬ 
to’s west side, 
a low- 


slung old building with 
chipped off-white bricks 
and a bright red door con¬ 
ceals Daniel Lanois’s new 
cathedral of sound. 

The building used to be 
a Buddhist temple. Lanois 
bought it years ago and 
renovated it, and he’s here 
now preparing for his am¬ 
bitious Nuit Blanche instal¬ 
lation. 

He’s also only a few days 
away from the release of 
Neil Young’s Le Noise, 
which Lanois produced, 
and a little over a month 
from the debut release 
from Lanois’s Black Dub 
outfit. 

It seems like a lot for 
someone still recovering 
from a near-fatal motorcy¬ 
cle accident, but Lanois 
says he wouldn’t have it 
any other way. 

“I’m made of the stu¬ 


dio,” he says with a 
smile. 

How much 
time is 


he 

spending there, exactly? 

“How much time am I 
spending in the studio? I 
don’t know — 47 years?” 
he replies with a laugh. 

“I think if you were to 
open me up you’d probably 
find equipment in there.” 

The healing process 
since Lanois’s June accident 
has been a long one. 

The crash occurred as 
Lanois navigated the scenic 
Silverlalce enclave of Los 
Angeles atop his dazzling 
BMW HP2 Megamoto — a 
two-cylinder Supermoto 
with a sleek blue frame 
and white tank. 

Suddenly, a car in front 
of him pulled into the park¬ 
ing lot of a variety store 
and Lanois hopped up onto 
the curb to evade the other 
driver. He smashed into a 
telephone box and when 
he came to, he was lying on 


the side¬ 
walk 


while 
onlook¬ 
ers called 
for an ambu¬ 
lance. 

Lanois suffered a 
fractured collarbone and 
pelvis, six broken ribs and 
a troublesome amount of 
internal bleeding. 


Now, 

he’s mobile 
again after months 
of physiotherapy and 
some time in a wheel¬ 
chair. 

He’s still dealing with 
ramifications from the inci¬ 
dent. He says there’s a twist 
in the bone on eight differ¬ 
ent ribs, which didn’t 
mend properly. His lung ca¬ 
pacity isn’t what it used to 
be either, though he says 
that he expects to recover 
from the internal bleeding 
with time. 

The Quebec-born, 



Hamilton- 

raised superproducer — 
best known for his work 
with U2 and Bob Dylan — 
says he now has good days 
and bad. This was a bad 
day, but he shrugged away 
expressions of concern. 

“I think we’ll be all 
right,” said Lanois, clad in a 
grey cashmere V-neck 
sweater and black skinny 
jeans, with his shaggy 
beard inching up to the 
edges of his cheekbones. 

“I just want to keep do¬ 
ing good work. That’s what 
I do. Or hopefully.” 

Lanois is particularly 
proud of his Black Dub col¬ 
lective, whose debut re¬ 
lease is expected to drop in 
November. 

The project seamlessly 
integrates elements of dub, 
trip hop, soul and rock. It 
occasionally brings to mind 
the alley-crawling din of 
The xx or Portishead, but 
vocalist Trixie Whitley’s 
unchained vocals lend the 
self-titled record a unique 
feel. 

The album was recorded 
largely live off the floor, 
without overdubs. Lanois 
says he was able to work 
that way mostly because of 
Whitley, whom the produc¬ 
er has known since she was 
two years old. He said her 
talent made studio trickery 


un- 

necessaiy. 

“I was a friend 
of her dad’s and that’s re¬ 
ally the connection,” said 
Lanois, referring to the late 
musician Chris Whitley, 
who died in 2005. 

“It was a chance en¬ 
counter with Trixie and her 
mom in Belgium when Bri¬ 
an Blade and I had a show 
out there. She said, ‘I’m 
singing now.’ I heard her 
sing, and she was a veiy 
special singer and all- 
around writer, a great 
writer — just a force, a 
great force.” 

Whitley will join Lanois 
in Toronto for his Oct. 2 
performance at Nuit 
Blanche, an all-night art 
festival which features in¬ 
stallations across the city.

“Knowing him the way I 
do, I didn’t really see him 
taking a yearlong rest,” 
Chesney’s longtime pro¬ 
ducer said. “He ended up 
working more than he 
would’ve 


worked had he been out 
on tour.” 

The problem? After 
more than 15 years of con¬ 
stant motion, Chesney is 
proving he really doesn’t 
know how to relax. 

Sure, he visited a few 
exotic locales and logged 
some time on his boat. But 
his What I Did On My Sum¬ 
mer Vacation essay in¬ 
cludes precious little 
actual vacation. He com¬ 
pulsively filled his time by 
making two movies — a 3- 
D concert film, which 


came out last spring, and 
the Boys Of Fall football 
documentary, which re¬ 
cently aired on ESPN (a 
longer version will be re¬ 
leased at a later date). 

He also made one 
labour-intensive album, 
Hemingway’s Whiskey, 
which comes out next 
week. It was a rewarding 
experience, but Chesney 
admits he still needs a lot 
of saltwater therapy. Yet, 
Chesney did not appear at 
low ebb during a pair of re¬ 
cent interviews. He was ex¬ 
cited about his new 
projects. 

Chesney and Can¬ 
non began work¬ 
ing on songs 
for the al¬ 
bum in 
Janu¬ 
ary 


2009. Chesney came off 
the road later that year in 
October and really started 
tinkering, taking the al¬ 
bum in unexpected direc¬ 
tions. At one point, 
Cannon thought they 
were done. But Chesney 
decided he wasn’t hap¬ 
py with the songs 
and they pitched 


about half the album. Soon 
after the call went out for 
songs on Music Row. 

“Having more time and 
having the whole town 
pitch us every new song 
they got for eight or nine 
months couldn’t do any¬ 
thing but help raise the 
bar,” Cannon said.

This weekend's Wall Street: Money Never 
Sleeps took so long to hit screens that I 
would bet younger audience members may 
not even realize it is a sequel. 


wenty three 
years have 
passed since the 
original film 
won an 

Academy Award 
for lead actor Michael 
Douglas and a Razzie for 
supporting actress Daryl 
Hannah which means that 
many current second year 
university students 
weren’t even born when 
Gordon Gelcko made the 
words “Greed is good” fa¬ 
mous. 

Twenty-three years is a 
stretch but it is more com¬ 


mon than you think for 
years, and sometimes even 
decades to pass between 
source and sequel. 

Return to Oz, based on 
the second and third Oz 
books and made 46 years 
after the classic MGM film, 
picks up the story six 
months after Dorothy re¬ 
turned to Kansas. The film 
held a Guinness Book of 
World Records notation as 
the sequel with the 
longest gap from its origi¬ 
nal until it was bumped 
off by Fantasia/2000, 
which came a whooping 
59 years after Fantasia. 


Not record breaking, 
but still substantial are 
The Color of Money, 
which trailed The Hustler 
by 25 years and An Ameri¬ 
can Werewolf in Paris 
which bounded into 
theatres 16 years after An 
American Werewolf in 
London.

Sci-fi fans also had to 
wait 16 years for the 
follow up to 2001 A Space 
Odyssey. 2010: The Year 
We Make Contact featured 
a whole new cast (save for 
Douglas Rain who reprised 


his role as the voice of 
HAL 9000) but original di¬ 
rector Stanley Kubrick was 
given a cameo of sorts. He 
can be seen as the Soviet 
premier on the cover of 
Time magazine. 

Speaking of directors, 
it’s unusual for the origi¬ 
nal director to come back 
and direct a sequel a 
decade later, but Troy 
Duffy, stuck to his guns 
(literally) and ten years af¬ 
ter The Boondock Saints 
came The Boondock Saints 
II: All Saints Day. “To me, 
the successful sequels in 
the past have given you 
everything you’ve loved 
from the first film, plus a 
brand-new storyline that 
you could never have pre¬ 
dicted,” said Duffy. 

Oliver Stone, who had 
never made a sequel to 
any of his films before re¬ 
mounting Wall Street, 
seems to have followed 
Duffy’s advice filling his 
new film with touchstones 
from the original, but let’s 
hope he’s joking when he 
says, “I should go back and 
do 'Son of Scarface' or 
something!”

Dustin Penner strode into 
the Edmonton Oilers lock¬ 
er room after practice 
Thursday, his skates carv¬ 
ing fleeting lines in the 
blue carpet as he passed 
the throng of media sur¬ 
rounding rookie Taylor 
Hall. 

Cameras blinded the 
lanky teen in a stark white 
light. 

“There is a learning pe¬ 
riod,” said Penner, refer¬ 
ring to Hall, Jordan Eberle 
and Magnus Paajarvi, 
three young forwards be¬ 
ing counted on to take this 
once-proud franchise out 
of the NHL’s basement. 

“The less pressure you 
put on a person at an early 
point in their career, the 
more surprised you can 
get. 

“Whereas if you’re con¬ 
stantly on top of them as 
far as the media (is con¬ 
cerned) ...” 

He doesn’t finish the 
thought. 

Three years ago, in the 
fall of 2007, Penner was 
the celebrated one. Fresh 
off his rookie year and a 
Stanley Cup with the Ana¬ 
heim Ducks, Penner 
signed a head-turning five- 
year, $21.2 5-million US 
deal with the Oilers as a re¬ 
stricted free agent. 

The deal paid off last 
year for the Oilers and for 
the power forward from 
Winkler, Man. The 27-year- 
old led the team in scoring 
with 32 goals and 63 
points. 

He is projected as a first 
line winger again this sea¬ 
son and one of the go-to 
veterans. 

But to get there, Penner 
has walked through a blast 
furnace of criticism that 


has been well-documented 
in Edmonton. 

However, Penner said 
he’s turned the page from 
all of that. 

“It was pretty bad,” he 
said. 

“But I always believed I 


could make it through.” 

Penner has slimmed 
down from his usual 240- 
pound size (but won’t di¬ 
vulge his new weight) 
thanks to off-season 
sprints, pool workouts and 
sled pulls.

One game, two milestones 


Jose Bautista swings the bat 
with all his might, turning 
on pitches with a brute 
force that sends scorching 
line drives hundreds of feet 
away. 

Ichiro Suzuki swings his 
bat like a tennis racket, an¬ 
gling pitches to open spots 
on the baseball diamond. 

Thursday afternoon, be¬ 
fore a sparse gathering of 


12,590 at the Rogers Centre 
in Toronto, the two vastly 
different right-fielders each 
reached rare and significant 
milestones. 

Bautista became just the 
26th player to reach the 50- 
homer plateau with a solo 
shot in the first inning of 
the Toronto Blue Jays’ 1-0 
victory over the Seattle 
Mariners. Later, Suzuki 


joined him in the spotlight 
as the first player with 10 
consecutive 200-hit sea¬ 
sons, thanks to a double in 
the third and a single in the 
fifth. 

Their feats overshad¬ 
owed a well-pitched ball 
game, with Shawn Hill out- 
duelling Cy Young Award 
candidate Felix Hernandez. 
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Jose Bautista's year-to- 
year increase in home 
runs, the second 
largest in baseball his¬ 
tory. Davey Johnson 
upped his total by 38 
from 1972 - 73 , going to 
43 from five.
